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Greenbriar Sewage Plant 
Nears Abandonment

The Greenbriar condominium development popped into the 
news again this week with notice that today (Wednesday, Nov¬ 
ember 26), the Washington Suburban Sanitary Commission 
(WSSC) is hearing a request filed by developer Alan Kay for 
abandonment of the interim sewage treatment plant, located on 
the Greenbriar tract. The request is among 14 to be considered 
by WSSC for immediate connection to the permanent regional 
Western Branch treatment plant without waiting for its expan¬ 
sion to 15 million gallons a day (mgd). 


Originally, expansion was slated 
for July 1975, but construction 
strikes and other problems have 
delayed completion of the project 
to July 1976. In the meantime, 
the introduction of chemical treat¬ 
ment at the Western Branch plant 
has increased th e plant’s capacity 
from 5 mgd. to 8 mgd. About 80% 
of the increase has been earmarked 
for residential developments. 

It is expected that the Green¬ 
briar project will be allowed to 
abandon its treatment plant and 
connect permanently to the public 
system since it is the only one of 
the 14 projects ready for immediate 
connection. 

Both the city of Greenbelt and 
the P:'nee Georges Environment 
Coalition have urged the transfer 
of Greenbriar waste water into the 
public system. The city pointed out 
that the occupancy of the project 
was a fraction of both the ultimate 
total (1193 units) and the design 
capacity of the plant. In October 
the plant, which has a capacity of 
200,000 gallons a day, discharged 
an average of 44,000 gallons of ef¬ 
fluent into the stream on each of 
21 days of that month. About 350 
apartments are presently occupied. 

Acording to WSSC and the State 
Water Resources Administration, 
the plant is operating satisfactorily 
and is “maintaining an extremely 
high quality effluent.” Test re¬ 
sults have been well within the 
permit’s allowable limits. The 
costs of constructing the plant 
and operation have been borne by 
the developer. 

Kay is also requesting for rea¬ 
sons of economy that WSSC not 
construct a new pumping station 
but permit Greebriar to operate 
at its expense the existing pumping 
facility. The proposed $175,000 
pumping station, which is in the 
Ten Year Water and Sewer Plan, 
would be desfgned to also serve un¬ 
developed property in the area, in¬ 
cluding Parcel 2 (area between 
Ridge Road and Baltimore-Wash- 
ing Parkway) and a portion of the 
Board of Education property on the 
east side of the Baltimore-Washing¬ 
ton Parkway. Reportedly, Kay 
would be required to pay about 75% 
of the construction costs of the 
pumping station. It is unclear at 
this time whether WSSC or other 
developers would assume the re¬ 
maining costs. 

The city of Greenbelt has re¬ 
quested that WSSC postpone a 
final decision on the pumping sta¬ 
tion until the city council has had 
*n opportunity to meet with 
WSSC and to absorb the full im¬ 
plications of the proposal.

Additionally, gathering 
the necessary information for con¬ 
version, drawing up the required 
plans, and applying for funding, 
would require many months of 
preparation. 

FDR is about 92% complete. The 
entire building is enclosed and all 
interior work will be finished by 
late spring. This would allow for 
a full shakedown period before 
the opening of school next Septem¬ 
ber.

A special membership meeting on Wednesday, December 17, 
at the Center School will be held to discuss Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. capital improvements. The GHI board called the meeting 
in response to a petition signed by 104 members requesting that 
the membership vote on borrowing funds for the capital im¬

costs. The 1976 budget adopted by 
the board two weeks ago calls 
for an increase of 9.9 percent.

bership meeting would provide an 
opportunity to test membership 
sentiment on a number of subjects. 
Several members have expressed 
concern that the reserves are in 
a perilously low state. At the end 
of 1974, the brick home reserves 
amounted to $92,573 and the frame 
homes were in the red $39,456. 

It was pointed out that despite 
the $545,000 capital improvement 
budget, there are several major 
items not included in the budget 
that will need replacement in the 
next 10 to 20 years for which no 
funds are being set aside. For ex¬ 
ample, the slate roofs on the brick 
attic homes, the galvanized iron 
pipes that carry water in the frame 
homes, and the remaining three 
large steam plants.. 

The majority of the board 
therefore suggested an increase in 
monthly charges of 1-2 percent (in 
addition to the 9.9 percent increase 
already voted) to build up reserves 
for future capital expenditures. 
They felt that the largest share 
should go to the brick home re¬ 
serves (and be charged against the 
brick homeowners), since the brick 
homeowners this year are sched¬ 
uled for only a 4 percent increase 
in monthly charges (compared to 
12 percent for the frame home- 
owners). 

Directors Mary Clarke and Jim 
Wright opposed requesting an in¬ 
crease in monthly charges at this 
time because of the fiscal burden 
but the majority (with director 
James Foster abstaining) felt that 
the members should at least be 
given the option of voting on the 
question of improving the corpor¬ 
ation’s reserves. 

GNMA Deferral Funds 

The board also decided to take 
advantage of the special member¬ 
ship meeting to seek approval 
the disbursement of the remaining 
Government National Mortgage As¬ 
sociation deferred mortgage prin¬ 
cipal payments. Approximately 
$42,597 is still uncommitted, plus 
$17,900 previously authorized by 
the membership for ultrasonic oil- 
water emulsifiers - a project which 
is being deferred because of ina¬ 
bility of manufacturer to meet 
deadlines. 

The project now getting the 
highest priority is converting the 
heating system of the frame homes 
served by #23 plant on Laurel 
Hill Road from steam to a varia¬ 
ble temperature hot water system. 
The 2-year project is estimated to 
cost between $165,000 to $170,000. 
The first year cost of about $80,000 
would be met in part by the GNMA 
mortgage funds and the rest would 
be borrowed. 

If this pilot project is successful, 
it will set the pattern for conver¬ 
sion of the remaining plants in the 
North End. It has been generally 
agreed that the only way to break 
the cycle of escalating frame home 
monthly charges is to eliminate 
the rapidly deterioratng steam 
heat plants. 

The proposed project would a- 
bandon the use of the long steam 
tunnels. Small, row-size packaged 
oil fired burners would be instal¬ 
led. Oil tanks would be shared 
by 3 or 4 rows. Estimated fir l 
savings from the project is expec¬ 
ted to pay back the cost within 5 
years.

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Facts of Elderlv Housing 

To the Editor: 

A decent respect for the intelli¬ 
gence of our neighbors requires 
us, when communicating with 
them, to present truthful and ac¬ 
curate facts for their considera¬ 
tion. Lately there have been many 
Boose, inaccurate, and highly emo¬ 
tionalized stories circulated ar¬ 
ound Greenbelt concerning senior 
citizens housing. 

The facts probably should be re¬ 
peated at this time, even though 
they have been widely publicized 
during the last 6 months. 

1. The entire program is subsi¬ 
ded by Federal housing assistance 
payments under Section 8 of the 
1971 Housing Act. at no additional 
cost to local taxpayers. Included 
are costs of the building, the land, 
(including the cost of the land to 
replace parkland used by the city 
for the building). furnishings, 
maintenance, repairs, administra¬ 
tion, mortgage and loan payments, 
interest and other costs. No ad¬ 
ditional taxes will be incurred for 
Greenbelt taxpayers. 

2. Many other communities ar¬ 
ound us have taken advantage of 
similar programs for the benefit 
of their senior citizens - even 
though they lacked many of the 
advantages of this newest pro¬ 
gram. For example Attick Towers 
on Route 193 and Rhode Island 
Ave. by the city of College Park. 

Other nearby projects are in Ta- 
koma Park, Cottage City, Silver 
Sjp©IiTg, Rockville and Sandy 
Spring,. Hundreds of such pro¬ 
jects. are in successful operation 
icnass the entire U.S. 

3. The senior citizens home will 
provide a substantial improve¬ 
ment in living standards, especially 
for our lower income senior citi¬ 
zens. For example, a senior citi¬ 
zen with a total monthly income of 
C200 who may now be paying $135 
monthly rent, and forced to eat and 
live on the $65 left, would pay $50 
monthly rent (25% of total income) 
ind have $150 left to eat and live 
m. However, there are no limi- 
aations on income, either high or 
low. 

4. We already pay in our regular 
Federal income taxes for these 
federally subsidized programs for 
the entire U.S. For us to reject 
a senior citizens home for Green¬ 
belt, would be saying in effect that 
we are perfectly willing to pay to 
improve the lot of other senior citi¬ 
zens across the U.S. as long as our 
own local citizens are kept out of 
the benefits. That wmuld be getting 
a mighty poor local value for our 
federal tax money.

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GREENBELT NEWS REVIEW 


All That You Ever Wanted 
To Know About Solar Heat 

by Sid Kastner 

An interesting talk on the realities of, and prospects for, 
solar heating for the homeowner was given last Wednesday 
evening at the Greenbelt Library by Harry Kriemelmeyer, an 
engineer who is presently a director of facilities at the University 
of Maryland. Kriemelmeyer gave a talk from the point of view 
of someone who is preparing to install such a system in his own 
home. In view of present Greenbelt interest in solar heating, 
attested to by the rooftop structure presently going up on GHI’s 
2 Court on Southway, a summary of Kriemelmeyer’s points may 
be useful to the reader. 


Before considering solar heat, 
the homeowner is advised to im¬ 
prove insolation so els to cut down 
on heat loss. Heat is lost in three 
ways: radiation through windows, 
conduction through walls and floor, 
and convective loss (warm air ris¬ 
ing to the ceiling). The cavities 
in walls, between partitions, let 
cold air come down in them and 
should be stopped up. In a typical 
house, Kriemelmeyer estimated 
that an outlay of about $500 in 
insulation could permanently save 
one third of the heating energy, if 
the house is inadequately insul¬ 
ated to start with. 

How Many BTU’s? 

It takes 46,500 BTU’s of energy 
per hour to keep an average house 
at 70°F when the outside tempera¬ 
ture is zero, with a 25 mile per 
hour wind blowing (one BTU or 
British Thermal Unit is the ener¬ 
gy required to raise the tempera¬ 
ture of one pound of water by 
one degree F). So an important 
question is, how many BTU’s do 
you get for an outlay of one dol¬ 
lar, from the various kinds of 
fuel? The answers are that oil 
yields about 210,000 BTU's per dol¬ 
lar; gas yields 240,000 BTU's per 
dollar; and electricity, at present 
prices, gives only 75,000 BTU's per 
dollar. Solar heating can yield 
from about 100,000 BTU's per dol¬ 
lar, for a factory-built installation 
to about 200,000 BTU's per dollar 
for a home-built system; the cost 
in this case is not for fuel (the 
sun’s energy is free, of course) but 
for capital outlay on the installa¬ 
tion, averaged over a twenty year 
lifetime. 

The amount of energy, in BTU's, 
received from the sun on a square 
foot of horizontal surface is known 
exactly for any latitude on the 
earth, and for any time of year. 
Here in Greenbelt it is about 800 
BTU’s per day in January, and 
rises to 2,700 BTU’s per day in 
June. This variation is due to the 
well-known fact that the earth’s 
north pole is tilted away from the 
sun in winter and toward it in 
summer, so that the sun is lower 
in the (northern hemisphere) sky 
in winter. 

Conditions 

Thus, ideally panels to receive 
solar heat should vary their angle 
accordingly during the year, but 
in practice an angle of about 52 
degrees to the horizontal is a good 
compromise. Kriemelmeyer noted 
that there is nothing magic about 
this particular angle - five degrees 
either way makes little difference 
- nor do the panels have to face 
directly south. He stressed that 
the homeowner should go to as 
little expense as possible in erect¬ 
ing the panels, i.e. minimize unne¬ 
cessary structural work. He also 
stated that the weight of a typical 
solar installation is no more than 
that of a new set of roof shingles, 
so that most roofs are already 
strong enough to bear the weight. 
He agreed however, with a mem¬ 
ber of the audience, that any 
building code requirements would 
have to be observed. 

Savings 

In a sample system for a house 
that consumes 354,000 BTUs per 
day, 400 square feet of solar pan¬ 
els are needed to save about 50% 
of the total heating cost through 
a winter; during January, they 
will provide only 25% of the heat¬ 
ing requirement, but between Feb¬ 
ruary and December they can pro¬ 
vide 75% of it. The present furn¬ 
ace is thus needed as a backup. 
Also, to store two days worth of 
the solar-generated heat, one needs 
a tank lioMing about 1800 gallons 
of water. The total cost of such a 
s'flar-h^at’ng installation comes to 
about $6 000 (the tank alone costs 
about $1,500). 


This cost, it should be noted, is 
for a professionally built system. 
It could be lowered by more than 
a factor of two if the homeowner 
puts the system together himself. 

Solar heating is still more feas¬ 
ible to provide part of the cost of 
domestic hot water (without heat¬ 
ing the house). A system which 
gives 64,000 BTU’s per day (about 
100 gallons of hot water per day) 
costs only about $700, using 64 
square feet of panel; in this case 
the solar energy is used to pre¬ 
heat the existing hot water system. 

Pros and Cons 

Kriemelmeyer, after giving more 
details of the control mechanism 
(thermostats, etc.) required for an 
actual working installation, sum¬ 
med up the advantages and disad¬ 
vantages of solar heating as it 
exists at present; 

1. No complex technology is 
needed. 

2. There are some problems with 
materials. 

3. There ar e engineering and 
cost decisions to make. 

4. One needs to match the sys 
tern to an already existing house, 
or integrate the system into a 
new house. 

5. Systems that include air con 
ditioning are still in the develop¬ 
mental stage. 

6. Be cautious about buying at¬ 
tractive-looking packaged installa 
tions. 

He ended by again urging the 
homeowner to first insulate prop¬ 
erly, and offered an extra sugges¬ 
tion for people who own a clothes- 
dryer which is vented outside; if 
the dryer is vented directly into 
the house in winter, through a good 
lint-catching filter, both the heat 
and moisure of the dryer will be 
saved.
